The die work is 
competent yet displays enough slight differences to cat¬ 
egorize this as a contemporary counterfeit. Interesting to 
note is that the metal has started to crystallize and is most 
prevalent on the reverse. This leads us to believe that it is 
not one of the contemporary forgeries struck in gilt plati¬ 
num produced by mint employees in after hours activities, 
but rather one produced outside the mint to be passed into 
circulation by some unscrupulous individuals. A specific 
gravity test yields a result of 15.854 which comes out to 
about 81.5% gold with a variance of -1.8 which would place 
the gold content at about 83.3% pure gold. An interesting 
piece which deserves further research and sure expand any 
already advanced collection.

By article 5 a fixed 
period of two years was set for instituting the new decimal 
system (From October 15th 1858, or sooner if possible). 
The budget for 1857 provided 18,000 Pesos, 8,000 Pesos of 
which was intended for development of the mint. In ac¬ 
cordance with the decree, in state offices 5 Francos pieces 
were to be accepted and paid out at 10 Reales of the deci¬ 
mal system or at 9 of the base coinage. This proved highly 
ineffective as the official rate often differed from that found 
in the marketplace. Hence 5 Francos circulated in the Im- 
babura market at the rate of 10 Reales, while the capital 
accepted them at 9, and in Guayaquil they were being ac¬ 
cepted at 8. This caused severe damage to the economy of 
Ecuador and was disastrous with foreign trade. According 
to Carbo 14,259 Pesos of silver coins were struck in 1858, 
presumably these are 5 Francos since no other coins were 
minted this year. On March 22nd of the following year a 
massive earthquake occurred in Ecuador. Serious damage 
was caused throughout the city of Quito, including what 
Architect Melvin Hoyos Galaza described as “The end of 
the Quito Mint”. The damage to the mint was so severe 
that it was not repaired until 1861 by an 8000 Peso loan 
advanced by the Banco Particular. For more information 
see “A Numismatic History of Ecuador” by: Michael An¬ 
derson. Chapter 7 of his book meticulously discusses the 
first decimalization.

In June Edward 
III reassumed the title of King of France and in December of 
the same year Aquitaine had been completely confiscated by 
Charles V. The prince left for England in January 1371 and in 
November of 1372 formally surrendered Aquitaine to Edward 
III. Battles, occupation and re-occupation had taken place 
and by the end of 1373 only Bordeaux and Bayonne were 
left in the hands of the English.

According to James O. Sweeny, brilliant numismatist and 
famed author of “A Numismatic History of the Birmingham 
Mint” published 1981 on page 154 he quotes a letter to the 
Birmingham mint from the Paris legation of Guatemala 
dated 16 May 1895 “The engraving of the matrices for the 
gold and silver coins was., well executed, the designs being 
both pleasing and artistic, and the specimen gold coins highly 
satisfactory.” This of course refers to the 4 Reales, 1 Peso, 5 and

mint product with the minute details well defined. Original 
mint red in the peripheries and amongst the protected ar¬ 
eas with lovely blue highlights. Sure to excite collectors of 
Guatemala or world patterns alike.

The little known and 
understood “T. L” group of issues represent the transitional 
link between the comparatively well-known (yet of similar 
rarity) circular issues of the 2 Reales denomination listed 
in the SCWC as KM6, KM11, KM12 and KM14 and the 
imitation cobs of the PM-PY type dated 1823-1824 (listed 
in the SCWC as KM 15 for the 2 Reales denomination). Fit¬ 
tingly, these “T. L” coins exist on both circular planchets 
(as the former group) or irregular ones (as the latter). As 
noted, both sub-varieties are EXTREMELY RARE, and a 
key to a proper understanding of the challenging series of 
provisional coinage struck in Tegucigalpa in 1823-1824.

The inscrip¬ 
tion: “REDIT A NOBIS AURORA DIEMQUE REDUCIT” 
surrounds, and “IV MAY MDCCC” appears in the exergue. 
Reverse: The inscription: “COLLEGE OF FORT WILLIAM 
FEBY. VI MDCCCV / HONARY / MEDAL” is enclosed 
within a simple laurel wreath. The reverse of these med¬ 
als were individually dated, in the die, each time one was 
awarded. The example in Puddester bears the date FEBY. 
VII MDCCCVII, but otherwise is the same as this med¬ 
al. Originally the College of Fort William (1800 - 1854) 
concentrated in the instruction of Indian History, Law and 
Language, but later became a school for various Oriental 
languages. The grade description notes an edge repair 
(probably where a suspension loop had been mounted), 
but it is now apparently covered by one of the slabs tabs.

The Eritrea gold mining company was established in June 
of 1900 and the mines of Sciumaghelle with a depth of 200 
feet and Medrizien with a depth of 140 feet were selected for 
the initial operations. By December 31, 1901 the two mines 
had yielded about 6 ounces of gold. Other mines were also 
set up at Regina di Saba, Adiconsi and Az Nefas with similar 
results. According to the Annual Report of the Director of 
the Mint (Washington) for the Fiscal Year Ended June 30, 
1903 page 237: “In 1902 gold in the amount of 5,920 lire was 


coined, in pieces of 20 lire, using in part, as an experiment, 
metal obtained from the mines of Eritrea and in part gold 
purchased”. When divided by 20 the number comes to 
296 total pieces struck for that year between domestic and 
imported gold. Also stated in the Mint report page 237: “Gold 
Produced from mines of the country during 1902: Kilograms, 
11. The value of the gold produced, 37,811 Lire” and “Gold 
product of the colonies of the country during 1902: The gold 
Mining Company of Eritrea in the year 1902 continued the 
preliminary work begun in 1901, with satisfactory results. 
However, we have no figures as to the quantity of the 
production.” Clearly not all of the gold produced during this 
year was used in the manufacture of coinage and must have 
been either deposited in the treasury, exported or used for 
other manufacturing. VERY RARE, historically significant 
and deserving of more in-depth research.

Augustin I Iturbide 
was proclaimed Emperor of Mexico shortly after the War of 
Independence. This was confirmed by the congress of May 
19, 1822. On June 21st 1822 he was crowned as Augustin I 
in the cathedral of the capital. He ruled for less than a year at 
which point he was forced to abdicate the throne on March 


19th of 1823. The 8 Escudos was the only gold denomination 
minted in 1822. It was not until 1823 that the subsidiary 4 
Escudos was introduced. Historically significant, as this coin 
represents the first gold coin of Mexico post Spanish rule.

to his country correcting many of the injustices of his father. 
One of his principal achievements was the reform of public 
education and founded three new universities. At one point 
out of his sincere desire for innovation he had considered a 
constitution that would limit the autocracy, but feared the 
backlash of the nobility.

Auctioneer shall have the right in its sole 
and absolute discretion to accept or decline any bid, establish bid increments, chal¬ 
lenge any bid or bidding increment, to reduce any mail bid received, adjudicate all 
bidding disputes, to exclude any bidder and to determine the prevailing bid. The Auc¬ 
tioneer shall have the right, but not the obligation, to rescind the acceptance of any 
bid and place the lot(s) for Auction Sale again. Auctioneers decision on all bidding 
disputes shall be binding and final. For the mail and Internet Bidders protection, no 
“unlimited” or “buy” bids will be accepted. When identical bids are received for a lot, 
preference is given to the first bid received as determined by the Auctioneer.

8. Financial Responsibility. In the event any applicable conditions of these Terms 
of Sale herein are not complied with by a Buyer or if the Buyer fails to make payment 
in full by the Default Date, Stacks Bowers reserves the right, in its sole discretion, in 
addition to all other remedies which it may have at law or in equity to rescind the sale 
of that lot or any other lot or lots sold to the defaulting Buyer, retaining all payments 
made by Buyer as liquidated damages, it being recognized that actual damages may 
be speculative or difficult to compute, and resell a portion or all of the lots held by 
Stacks Bowers, in a commercially reasonable manner, which may include a public 
or private sale, in a quantity sufficient in the opinion of Stacks Bowers to satisfy the 
indebtedness, plus all accrued charges, and Stacks Bowers may charge a sellers com¬ 
mission that is commercially reasonable. More than one such sale may take place at 
the option of Stacks Bowers.

In the event this interest rate 
exceeds the interest permitted by law, the same shall be adjusted to the maximum rate 
permitted by law, and any amount paid in excess thereof shall be allocated to princi¬ 
pal.

12. Disputes. If a dispute arises concerning ownership of a lot or concerning pro¬ 
ceeds of any sale, Stacks Bowers reserves the right to commence a statutory inter¬ 
pleader proceeding at the expense of the Consignor and Buyer and any other appli¬ 
cable party, and in such event shall be entitled to its reasonable attorneys’ fees and 
costs.
